The aggregate annual productofthe manufactur- 


ing and mechanical industries of the United States 
ix now more than six thousand millions of dollars. 
Of this vast product less than two hundred millions 
areexported. And. of the $9,000,000,000 produced 
by agriculture less than ten per cent 
ported. On the ‘self-supporting power 
American people, and of the mutual relations ex- 
isting between our industries, we can dwell as 
Americans with the most profound satisfaction. 
Applause}. 

Ihave alluded to the producing power of the 
American people, but.in order to understand the 
relations which exist between our industries we 
should not forget our consuming ecxpacity also. Of 
the $15,000,000,000 produced by our various indus- 
tries nearly $14,000,000,000 are consumed at home. 
It is the home market to which the American 
producer turns most naturally, let his i 
dustry be what it may. -In fact the law 
our largest and most widely-diffused in 
dustry, agriculture, is the cultivation 
of those crops which are adapted to a local market 
and the occupation of lands lying nearsuch a mar 
ket. Notyet has this law become universal, it is 
true; but it applies to all the older and thickly set- 
tled sections of oir Jandy and goes with diversified 
industries, wherever th®@y create large cities and 
towns. Fifty yearsagothe farmer was compelled 
to seek his market near home on account of the dif- 
fienlty which attended the transportation of his 
Bit the settl of new and remote lands, 
and improved metionds of transportation, rendered 
the growing of the great stapies a. necessity, and 
corn, wheat and provisions occupied the farmers’ 
attention. and opened to him remote and even for 
eign markets for his gains. This frontier farming, 
however, is but temporary, and must be followed 
by that systematic husbandry which constitutes the 
legitimate busi rf ¢ American farmer, and 
carries him to those days 
when agriculture almost the sole 
business of the country, and when a farming com- 
munity was uniformly prosperous, when prudent 
and industrious. Whe our large towns and our 
manufacturing states, therefore, provide markets 
fora large portion pf the products of the. pastures 
and grain fields of the west, they also support that 
eysiem which consists in a careful 
in the economical man- 
The trade of this home 
marketto which ihave alluded is immense, and 
the sources of supply in all their variety form an 
interesting topic for consideration. 

New Engiand requires about twenty million 
bushels of wheat and produces « hnivyoneand iu quar- 
ter million. New York about thirty millions 
and grows about twelve. The supply of this defi 
ciency comes from the west, from the Ohio valley 
andthe prairies west of the Mississippi and the 
Missouri, and costs from forty to fifty million dol- 
lars in years of good production, but more in 
the present year of Comparative scarcity. 
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more profitable 
cultivation of the soil and 
avement of small farms. 
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To assume however from the fact that New York 
goes west for.six-tenths of her wheat supply, that 
wheat growing is an unprofitaple industry there 
would be an unsafe and unreliable conclusion. 
There are eight counties south of Lake Ontario 
Which yielded in 1879, 6:086,867 bushels on 527,269 
acres, Or 15.6 bushels per acre. arate more than 
fifty percent. above thatof Minnesota or Dakota, 
and somewhat higher than that of California for 
she same year. Thusan important part ef the de- 
ficianey of other counties in New York was 
peed by the surplus grown in the Seneca 
valley and its neighborhood. There is another 
district lying eastward toward. the Hudson, and 
southward toward the Delaware, that finds a great- 
er profit in the dairy, making a produclion in but- 
ter and cheese worth far more than the grain pro- 
cured from the west. Not only are the home 
wants in dairy products supplied, 
but a large share ol the 120,000,000 
to 140,000,000 pounds of cheese exported from year 
to yearis credited to this district, bringing a vast 
amountof money from Europe, a part of which 
only is contributed to the aid of the western wheat 
growing. Going still nearer the seaboard to 
Dutchess and Westchester, and the fruitful sand of 
Long Island, we find more people and less wheat, 
and the soil devoted to market gardening, yielding 
under the most favorable circumstances, a 
product worth a thousand dollars per acre, enough 
to buy @ quarter section of superior wheat land 
west of the Mississippi In the immediate vicinity 
of New York city the product of market gardening 
swells to mil of dollars. Ten years ago the 
census reported more than a million dollars worth 
in Queens county alone, and the present enumera- 
tion must, when tabulated, show an immense in 
crease for this suburban district. The neighbor 
hood of Boston and Philadelphia, and ey ery other 
large City is monopolize by mar 
ket gardens, and the country about 
Norfolk, Virginia, devoted to 
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mainly 
fruit and vegetables for northern eonsumption, 
fhe fruits of the country, a perishable commodity, 
must be produced as near as possible to the points 
of principal consumption. The domestic fruits 
alone furnishatrade of large volumeand value. 
New York city hasta trade in domestic fruits of 
more than nine millions of dellars; Chicago, which 
supplies the gr northwest, has about as much: 
and the other cities of the country would 
swell amount to about sixty 
million dollars, including the great amount now 
sent from Gur southern latitude. ‘Could all the 
fruits sold in smaller cities and villages be added, 
and those consumed on farms and village lots be 
enumerated, itis probable, judging by careful de- 
ductions from available data, that the annual value 
of the fruits of the United States woudd not fall 
much below $200,000,000. 

Thus the distribution of farm productsis found 
to arise from a multiplicity of céuses. Soil, climate, 
nearness to large cities, prices of land and labor, 
facility for obtaining labor, at required times or 
seasons, skillin special industries developed by long 
practice, conservative persistence in time-honored 
usage, and many other causes serve to distribute in 
patches, large or small, the crops which furnish the 
products of American agriculture. 

The great cereal crop of the country, Indian corn, 
which is only exceeded by grass in universality of 
distribution, constitutes more than 1,700 of the 2,700,- 
000,000 bushels of grain of 1879. It is found 
in every state and in every territory with one or 
twoexceptions. Yet this crop cannot escape the 
law of special local attraction. The three states, 
Illinois, lowa and Missouri, yield eight hundred 
million bushels or 45 per cent of the crop, and only 
seven states, including Indiana and Ohioon the 
east, and Kansasand Nebraska on the west ever 
have any considerable surplus above the require- 
ments of home consumption. The remaining thirty- 
one States andall the territories produce together 
but 37 percent of thecrop, at only the rate of 19 
bushels peracre, but half the rate of yield of the 
corn belt. 

The receipts at the seaboard cities for exportation 
and consumption including all kinds of grain, 
ground and underground, aggregated 352,921,452 
bushels in 1879, and 369,559,607 bushels in 1880. The 
whole eastern movement of western grain includ- 
ing shipments tointerior points on the Atlantic 
slope, Must somewhat excecd 400,000,000 bushels, 
not more than one-sixth of the total production of 
an abundart vear, and less than one-fourth of the 
lightest crop the most disastrous season is likely to 
yield. ‘ 

The relations which are thus established between 
the agricultural and manufacturing interests of our 
country not only eflect the material prosperity of 
the farmer, but they provide him with that social] 
nt upon which the happiness of an edu- 
cated people largely depends, and rouses him to 
that energetic aciion which gives strength to all his 
powers. The isolation of farm life incident to 
egg eed settled regions is one of the trials which 
the American is anxious to avoid: and when he 
leaves the outlying farm and secures a home nearer 
the haunts of men. he places himself within reach 
of the lyceum and the library, and easy and eon- 
vemient intercourse with his fellowmen. The com- 
forts and adornmentsof his home are increased: 
and farming becomes to him an occupation anal- 
ogous to those branches of business which tempt 
men away from the loveliness of the country to the 
pleasures and opportunities of thetown, The tend- 
ency of the rural population of some sec- 
tions of our country to abandon the 
exhausted farmsand seek lands nearer a populous 
market, is by no means an evidence of agricultural] 
decline It indicates rathera disposition to take 
advantage of those circumstances which lead to 
more active industry and more profitable labor. It 
is the same spirit of enterprise Which has iuduced 
many farmers toabandon. general agriculture and 
devote themselves to special crops, and has lead the 
casual observer to infer that the cultivation of the 
soil was being abandoned. 

I have known the statistical returns of many evi- 
dently thrifty and prosperous farming communi- 
ties to indicate a reduction of the products of the 
farmand tolead tothe supposition that because 
the cereals and animal preducts were diminishing 
the lands were deserted, But a morevareful exam- 
ination has always revealed the fact that it was a 
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change in the ~matygec | alone ‘which bad taken 
place, aud that ior those e¢rops which 


met with com petition from the cheap 
and fertile lands of the west, had been 
substituted the products of the market garden, 
with all the profit which goes with this mode of 
manipulating the land. Asthis system extends 
and manufacturing cities and towns multipiy the 
returns of our farms will be largely increased and 
the average yield of our land per acre will be 
greatly enlarged. It is the intimate reiation be- 
tween agriculture and manufactures which makes 
general farming what it is, and will gradually 
make American farming what it should be. [Ap- 
plause. | 

The relation existing between the cotton planta- 
tionsand the market created by American manu- 
facturers is deeply interesting to this association, 
which represents that great beanch of agriculture. 
I learn from the cotton movement and regulations 
compiled by R. P. Salter, member of the New 
York cotton exchange, that of the total crop of 
1870-71, of 4,352,317 bales, 1,110,196 bales were (oa 
sumed in the United States; of the total crop of 1874-75 
of 3,832,961 bales, 1,195,005 bales were consumed in 
the United States, and of the crop of 1580-81, of 
6,605,750 bales 1,958,937 bales were consumed in the 
i nited States. The increase in home consumption 
during the ten years from 1870 to ISS1 Was 823,741 
bales. This inerease is of the greatest importance, 
considering the fact that the loss on cotton sold in 
the English market isfnearly two cents per pound 
in freight, port charges and loss of weight on bag- 
ging, etc., and the average price in 1880-81 in Liver- 
pool is 6.48 pence, and in, New York 11-34 cents per 
peund, the advantage of the American market 
being nearly two cents a — to the producer. 
This important relation will continue to increase 
in value as American manufactures extend, and 
the home market is enlarged and will undoubtedly 
produce an increase in the average yield of cotton 
per acre, and in the ultimate uniformity of the crop 
in the cotton states, allowance being made 
for difference in soil and cilmate, 
This added to a wide diversity 
of farming which will be adopted here, will do 
much to develop the agriculture of this section. It 
is undoubtedly true now that the cotton belt needs 
variecy of crops to fill the vast mnoccupied areas 
not suited to the cotton plant. [Applause.| Nine- 
tenths of the superficial area of these states yield 
no production in agriculture — in a limited 
degree in pasturage and wood products. But three 
acres in every hundred are in cotton which occu- 
pies one-third of the breadth of the land actually 
cultivated. The cotton area in 1879 Was 14,462, 
SS acres. The area of ten cotton states is 456,000, 
000 acres. The cotton crop is notevenly distributed 
in these states. It isalmost unknown in the whole 
mountain system of the south, slopes as well as 
summits and broad table lands of bigh elevation, 
suited only to the products cf high temperate 
latitudes, mixed farming grain-growing, dairy- 

ng and orcharding. It mostiy on 
the alluvial soils” of rivers, 
the limestone belt of southwestern Georgia, ceniral 

Alabama and western Mississippi. in general 
terms one-tenth of the counties yielding cotton 
produce half of that crop. The largest average 
yield per acre, according to the census, discloses the 
local belts of greatest productiveness as follows, 
viz.: The richest cotton land in the staies isen the 
Mississippi abWe and opposite Vieksburz. The 
highest county averages in three states unite to 
prove the superiority of this district: East ¢ 
in Louisiana, Chicot in Arkansas, and Washington 
in Mississippi, respectively, stand forthe largest 
rate of apenetion in these states and in the cotton 
belt, yielding in 1879 but little less than a bale per 
“cre,

You ean readily understand the advantage to b 
derived from greater uniformity of yield. 

Consider now the benetit which the manafacturers 
derives from his free and intimate relations with 
the agriculture of the country. On the one hand, 
drawing his raw material largely from the immeuse 
hn, Cotton, 
findinga 
the 
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mnd various resources of our country ro 
wool hides, and, on the other hand, 
home market in the great eutural regions, 
American manufacturer opportun 
and advantages hardly cnown 
other ecountry on earth, and 
most foreibly the self-supporting power of our peo 
ple. So closely are these interests united that w hat 
effeets one naturally effects both. Tl! 
which has been extended over our mills has 
extended also over our fields, and the results in 
both eases demonstrate its true value. While the 
American manu fae urer has furnished the American 
farmer with almost all his necessary articles, such 
as cotton goods and fabrics, boots and shvues, axes, 
forks, spades, shovels, hoes, harrows, ploughs,rakes, 
cultivators, reapers, mowers, Wagons, tinware, 
glassware, cheaper than they ean be purchased in 
the English market,. the Amarican farmer has 
furnished his products, wool, cotton, provisions 
and grain, at rates established by ourown supply 
and demand, and notin accordance with ye fix- 
ed abroad. The traffic is free audfequal,and itis be- 
tween parties enjoying equal privileges and oppor- 
tunities, rates of interest, wages Of labor, taxes, so- 
cial and civil expenses, all being. regulated by one 
system, and varyingonly with different localities. 
As the two great pillars of American industry, they 
have received equal consideration from the govern- 
ment. Notonly isa duty laid on goods of foreign 
manufacture, but there is also laid on ajl animals 
except for breeding purposes, a duty of twenty per 
cent: on wool, from ten to twelve’ cents 
per pound, and from ten to twelve 
per cent ad valorem 1dded on 
sugar from two to five cents per pound: rn, 
ten cents per-bushel; on barley, fifteen cents; on 
wheat. twenty cents: on oats, ten cents; on butter 
and cheese, four cents per pound ; on tobacco leaf 
nnmanufactured, thirty-five cents per pound, and 
the American fariner may well remember that un 
der this policy the clip of woolin this country has 
risen from 60,000,000 poundsin 1860, to 250,000,000 in 
70. and that in our advancing ngriculture we 
have devoted to wheat, 59,170 square miles; tocorn, 
80.610: to oats, 20.509; to’ barley, 2,510; 
to hay. 42.080: the corn and wheat alone 
covering a largerarea than the United Kingdom of 
(reat Britain and Treland. [Applause.] And these 
two great producing industries, engaged in supply- 
ing each other with all that enters into the materia! 
comfort and welfare of jife at the lowest possible 
rates, may also remember that their products 
are now transported on American < stec] 
rails costing $60 perton, as against $140 per ton, 
when furnished by the rolling mills of England, 
and with freight rates reduced accordingly, and let 
me say, you are going to make it still better before 
your mountains are exhausted. [Applause. ] 

When these two important and fundamental in- 
dustries united in the work of developing American 
resources. it isnot to he supposed that they who 
laid the foundation of this union, anticipated the 
great and radical change which has taken place 
since theirday. They could not have foretold the 
ocean-defying steamship, and the land-defying 
railroad,’ and the time defying telegraph. They 
could not have listened amidst the quiet repose of 
their luxuriant farms, for the busy hum of great 
cities. But they performed their work well in their 
day and generation, and they set an example of in- 
dustry and foresight which we may well follow. 
And lam compelled to believe that they antici 
pated the time when the people ef this country 
would be eng: ged in mutual indus- 
tries for mutua support, and when 
the twelve millions of people of their day would 
become the fifty millions of our own, busy and 
consuming in the great commercial and manufac- 
turing centres, busy and producing in the great ag- 
ricultural regions, each industry leaning on its fel 
low, and all united in establishing American sup- 
ply for American markets and regulating prices in 
accordance with the wants of American labor, and 
the value of active American capital. | Applause. | 

The production of Supplies and the existence ol 
a market have always created a necessity for a sys- 
tem of transportation, which constitutes one of the 
co operative industries of society. The modern 
methods of tramsportation by steain, both on land 
and water, have given new value to lands, new op- 
portunities to mills, new markets and values w 
crops; and it. may be safely said that the addition 
of a powerful and rapid meansof transportation 
has not only given new life to all the old 
industries, but has added a new one of inestimable 
value and importance. The labor and 
expense of  exchapging commodities have 
been sO far diminished in our day 
that every producing industry is now able to 
employ its time and means to the best possible ad- 
vantage. Notime is now wasted by the manufac- 
turer in traveling from his mill! to his market—none 
by the farmer in transferring his crops from his 
fields to the consumer. Nolimitis now put to the 
capacity of the mill, the capital absorbed and the 
hands employed by distance and obstacles on sea or 
land. The farmer whose time and means and 
horses were fully employed in hauling the crops of 
a hundred acres to market fifty years ago, can 
now employ his force at homein increasing the 
crop of ten times that area of land while it is har- 
vested and borne to market by machinery. Lands 
which were once useless te the cultivator are now 
brought by rail to the very doors of the 
market required by their crops. And not 
only is the transporting capacity of each individual 
increased but the force which can be retained for 
work on the land is vastly enhanced, as well as the 
profiton the crop itself. When many years ago 
the railroad from Springfield, Illinois, to the 
Illinois fiver was opened it was announced ina 
leading newspaper of that day, ‘‘one week before 
the railroad was finished corn could be had here 
inany quantity at fifteen cents per bushel: now 
nota bushel can be had for less than twenty-five 
cents.”’ With the system of farming which 1 have 
defined and the system of transportation which we 
possess the producing power of American labor and 
land is almost unlimited. (Applause. 

The relations which have been established be- 
tween these active and vigorous industries to 
which I have alluded have produced upon society 
moreover a degree of mental energy and general 
intelligence never equalled in any age of the world. 
(Applause. ) 

In the affairs of life now a man’s head is consid- 
ered to be worth as much as his hands, the relative 
market valne of these two commodities 
having materially changed since the ‘‘common and 
current mind" began to assert itself and its «i- 
premacy, Mark the amount of intelligence ré- 
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quired to manage and run our railroads, the fore- 
sight prudence ani comprehension of the presi- 
dent, the watchful systematizing powerof the su- 
perintendent, the activity and coll agiaieation of the 
conductor, the headlong courage of the engineer 
who plunges through mountains and overrides val- 
leys in his career, the laborers who grow intimate 
with the vast and intricate mechanical forces em- 
ployed in this great civilizing business, and it is 
easy to see why it should demand and create intel- 
ligent labor—an aggregation of untiring intellects 
all acting upon each other from the highest to-the 
lowest, in away unknown to slowerand More cir- 
circumscribed systems of travel and transportation. 
The constant and rapid intercourse of the pres- 
ent day—passage by steam and commu- 
nication by magnetism—the subjugation and 
use of mechanical forces in all their might 
and jn all their delicacy, by superior and com- 
manding minds, has inspired and elevated the ob- 
servant and co-o erative masses of men toa degree 
hardly spend by the training of our public 
schools. While, therefore, the business of life as 
represented by our railroads, and steamships, and 
telegraphs, and mills, and improved modes of agri- 
culture, demand intelligent labor, it joins hands 
with the schools and does its share of the work of 
education. Before the incessant acti‘ity and ex- 
tended relations created by all the accelerated busi- 
ness methods of modern days—by transportation, 
which opens the markets of New England to the 
living products of the pastures of Illinois, and car 
ries the laborer in a day from the locality where he 
is not wanted to the locality where he is wanted—by 
machinery, which creates faster than a destructive 
and extravagant _ ever can consume, and 
casts the printed page broadcast over the land, driv- 
ing the distaff and the spinning-wheel into 
seclusion, and’mocking the tedious toil of the hand 
press. {Applause.| We cannot, if we would, be- 
come stationary in our habits and deliberate under 
our necessities. | Applause.|. To pause now is sim- 
ply to be trampled on by the muftitude. We must 
travel by steam, we must send our wool to the mill, 
our milk to the factory. We must know how much 
gold there is in California, and silver in Arizona, 
and coal in Pennsylvania, and copper at Lake Su 
perior; we must read the last message of the presi 
dent, the last debate in congress; we must know 
something about Gladstone and John Bright, and 
Gambetta; something about Yorktown and Atlanta, 
([Applause.| We must use a steel pen, and a mow- 
ing-machine, and a horse-hoe, and a tedder, and a 
horse-rake. We must exchange photographs with 
our friends, and endanger our privacy with a tele- 
phone, [laughter] and recognize in every way the 
marvellous diligence of man in his use 
of light, and heat. and air and _= earth 
and sea for his own comfortand convenience, 
or make up our mind to live in the world as not 
being init. We must relieve the relations ot ourin- 
dustries, the combination of industrial forces which 
makes modern society what it is, if we would per- 
form our part well and comprehend the genius of 
the age. 

In the hasty sketch I have given of the relations 
of the industries of this country, to another, I 
have not included the numerous occupations which 
grow out of the ingenious conversion cf iron, wool, 
cotton, flax, the precious nietais, and mninerais, into 
ariicles of use and beauty from the supply of man’s 
comforts and the qualification of his tastes. They 
form an interesting and important part of the great 
group and occupy a large share of the profitable 
labor of ourcountry, It is by their development 
that the great cities are enabled to ae forth their 
enormous manufactured product.

The 
best agricultural teachers have aiways kept the 
farm yard and the furrow in view. The most elab- 
orate scientifie investigations into the nature of the 
soil, the qualities- of plants, the structure of ani 
mals—chemistry, botany, physiology—haveall been 
subjected tothat hardest of all tests, the details of 
agricultural life. However broad may have been 
the policy—however large the design of 
those who by schooland society and volume have 
endeavored to increase the wealth and powerof the 
state by draining its lands and dividing its flelds 
and protecting its forest, and ‘Ouraging its pro- 
ductions, and introducing the mechanical improve- 
ments of the age, they have all been obliged to take 
theirstand and apply their Knowledge and their 
forees to an individual farm, in order to test their 
value. When a disciple of Liebig applies success 
fully the theory of his scientific master toa rood of 
land, Liebig’s triumph 1s there. When the in 
dustrious and untiring Agassiz finds the laws of 
reproduction which he has laid down after 
long study in the closet, practically app ied by the 
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intelligent and enterprising farmer for the improve- 
ment of his flocks and herds, then it is that the phi 
losophy of Agassiz plants its foot upon the earth 
and benefits mankind. [Applause.] The knowl 
edge whicl lence has already unfolded belongs 
to the farmer, if he will but cept and exercise it. 
And the best teacher of agriculture is he who can 
present this knowledge written out upon the fields 
and gardens, which his own intelligent skill 
hasbrought up to usefulness and beauty.
